affected the world for good more than 
any other 'work of literature..

need not Sf> to the extravagant length 
df affirming that its influence has al- 
ways in everything, and everywhere, 
liei'ii 'beneficial. 
Unfortunately erron- 


eous theories of interpretation have 
made this untrue. Wars of conquest 


and extermination, polygamy, concu- 
uiuage, slavery, persecution for opin- 
ion's sake, ignorance, 
filth, 
greed, 


cruelty, the liquor traffic, and many 
other "abominations, have been justi- 
fied by fallible mortals in their mis- 
taken understanding of the nature and 
tho mission of the Bible. 


On the other hand, every one oC 


these crimes and vices, lias found, aud 
is findfeig. its corrective 
from these 


selfsame. Scriptures. 
The Bible today 


is in deadly 
antagonism

AH of this we would most devoutly 


teach, re-enforcing it by nil the light 


and knowledge that modern investiga- 
tion can pour upon these sacred pngi'f. 
Ho shall the P.iblc .escape the, clops 
and superstitious with which its well- 
meaning, 
but uninformed, champions 


have handicapped-it. 
Despite tliesc 


burdens such i.».-lhe supreme spiritual 
worth of the Bible as a whole, Unit 
wherever it has been devoutly studied 
it has -saved men fromvsin, has led 
to tbe organization of the Church, has 
purified morals, has inspired public 
reforms, and made the community a 
better place in which to live. 


It is also safe to predict that hence- 


forth the Bible will exert a more pow- 
erful and benign influence on man- 
kind than ever before. 
It is .being 


studied today iu more Universities anil 
Colleges, as a text-book, than ever in 
its history. 
The barnacles nt error 


are being gradually slougUcd off of its 
exposition, as linguistic and historic 
criticism reveal them. 
At the sunn1 


time, there is a growing evaluation of 
its intrinsic, ethical worth and author- 
ity, 
which no form of science antag- 


onized' nnd which comports with it-s 
own witness concerning Its mission i" 
tbe world. In short, the Bible is lie- 
coming more and more discnthrnHeil 
from the theories that fettered it', anil 
is being more and more enthroned i" 
the sane, and impregnable estimation 
of the scholarly world. And thnt is 
what these articles aim lo reveal.

He cites the value of the mark 
as proof that Germany cannot pay in- coin and lie weeps to contem- 
plate -what will happen to France, Great Britain and America if 
Germany;pays in goods. . 


While the disappearing value of the mark is perplexing finan- 


ciers) may it not be just the course sought:by the'Germans? It pro- 
vides such a good excuse for their pleas for revision of the repara- 
tions terms. The rate at which marks are being printed naturally 
•would make them worthless in comparison witli gold, but for that 
to constitute a valid reason for sidestepping payment for the dam- 
ages they inflicted on the world is to beg the question. It would 
be well worth while for the world to suffer some, if that were the 
only alternative, in orcler that Germany might be impressed with
